loeal Nurseries. 


In nearly every county there are men 
who, by common consent, come to be re- 
garded as authorities on fruits specially 
adapted to their locality. These men nat- 
urally take to propagating and buying and 
selling trees and plants to satisfy their 
own and their neighbors wants. The 
more practical grow a few things which 
they can produce easily and well, and draw 
upon the wholesale nurseries for other 
things needed. They usually own their 
own lands and their income from crops, 
fruits and vegetables is usually sufficient 
for the support of their families, and the 
resources from the nursery can be reckon- 
ed as a surplus fund. Many employ one 


| or more agents or solicitors to extend their 


sales. The farmer who lives upon his own 
land is independent; but the local nurse- 
ryman is doubly so. They are usually 
men of good business habits who are con- 
servative in buying and prompt in paying 
their bills. This is a simple history of 
the many local nurseries throughout the 
United States. Here is a good pointer for 
young men. 


The Telegqraphie Code. 


Every member of the American Associ- 
ation of Nurserymen has a copy of the 
Code, and every one receiving this Jour- 
nal should become a member of that Asso- 
ciation.

Nurserymen should insert Cipher-words 
in their price lists to conform to the re- 
quirements of the Code, and print upon 
their lists, “‘Use the Nurserymen’s Tele- 
graphic Code in Telegraphing. Anyone 
not in possession of a copy will be sup- 
plied opon application.” The use of 
cipher words in a price list is quite a con- 
venience in describing grades. Some cor- 
respondents refer to the cipher words in 
making their orders by letter, and we find 
it to be a very terse, practical way.

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A The Weather, 


DrcemBerR 31, 1892.—During the past 
thirty days there have been nine rainy days, 
and fourteen nights in which ice was 
formed. The lowest temperature was six 
degrees above zero on the night of the 
26th. Slight snow fell on three days. 


Freezing Peach and Plum-~Stones. 


It is a popular fallacy that these stones 
need freezing, and that without it they will 
not grow. The fact is that these seeds will 
and do grow weliin many a northern state 
without encountering the slightest freez- 
ing. They need only plenty of moisture 
to make them crack open weil. Many a 
fruit-grower buys his pits in early fall, 
before they become dry, mixes them with 
damp sand and places them in some cave 
or cellar until spring. If the earth has 
been very moist and the cellar rather 
warm, he finds his stones cracking open 
fast, sometimes too fast when spring 
comes. Sometimes the pits get too dry at 
first; then nothing seems to bring them 
round again. Keep them moist from the 
start. [They can be sown outdoors as 
soon as procured,.or kept in: boxes of 
damp earth, and will grow very well either 
way. They generally grow exceedingly 
well when they lie under a heavy coat of 
snow all winter where, while free from the 
changes of weather, they are kept moist 
all winter long.—Joseph Meehan, in Prac- 
tical Farmer. 


Nursery Spades. 


The light taper nursery spades made by 
Amos & Co., are well ironed, and very ap- 
propriate for much of the work in a nur- 
sery; but too light for heavy digging. 
Albertson & Hobbs, Bridgeport, Ind., have 
had made to order and for sale, a similar 
spade but heavier, which we have found 
upon trial to fill the place well, between 
the light taper spade and the heavy 
Rochester spade.

California Tremors, 


At the late State Fruit Growers’ Conven- 
tion held at San Jose, California, the 
County Commissioners in session at the 
same place adopted resolutions as follows: 

Resolved, That all nursery trees grown 
in this State or brought into our State to 
be planted should be thoroughly disin- 
fected either by dipping to the root in 
some suitable solution or by gassing with 
hydrocyanie acid gas before they are 
shipped from the nursery where grown or 
are distributed within the State. 

Resolved, That no fruit trees, shrubs or 
vines, plants, flowers or vegetables on 
which there are any live scale or insect 
pests detrimental or injurious to fruit 
trees should be received into our counties 
under any consideration whatever. If so 
received that they should be placed in 
quarantine and disinfected and held until 
all danger from distribution is passed. 

Resoived, That it is the sense of the 
Horticultural Commissioners of the State 
of California in convention assembled, 
that no nurseryman or person dealing in 
trees should be appointed as Horticultural 
Commissioner and that we respectfully 
request the Supervisors of the several 
counties of our State in making such 
appointments hereafter not to appoint 
either nurserymen or tree dealers. 


Japanese Plums. 


A very interesting member of the Japa- | 
nese family, which had been planted under _ 


the name of Botan, fruited this year. It 
is interesting alike from its ability to 
withstand this somewhat severe climate, 
and its extreme earliness, being ripe here 
on August 8th, about two weeks ahead of 
any other variety. The tree is a strong 
upright grower. Fruit medium size, egg 
shaped, no suture, skin, which is thick, is 
yellow in eolor, overlaid with red mark- 
ings, and a light lilac bloom. Stem fairly 
long and set in a small cavity. Flesh 
yellow, firm, with a peach-like flavor. 
The pit, which is very small, not much 
larger than a cherry stone, separates read- 
ily from the flesh. Not of high quality, 
but on account of its season may have 
some market value.—Experimental Farm, 
Ottawa, Ont. John Craig, Horticulturist.

We havea lot of 
Keifter, LeConte and Orange ume, 1 year grafts, root and top pruned, for our planting, that 
we will sell @ £50 per 1000; $6.00 per 100. These trees for transplanting must not be required 
before the 15th of February, but orders can be sent in at any time. 
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Terms and Conditions Governing Quotations in the Price 
List of the Huntsville Wholesale Nurseries. 


Rates.—As we send this list to the trade only, 
we make the ditference in prices between the 10, 
100 and 1000 rates very slight—simply sufficient, 
as arule, to cover the difference in the expense 
of handling in the smaller numbers. We uni- 
formly tie in bunches of 10, when consistent 
with the order, and we suggest to our customers 
to make their orders for varieties in multiples 
of 10 as far as practicable. Orders for 50 and 
not over 300 trees, if for not less than 10 of a 
variety, will be charged at the rate per hundred. 
Orders requiring 300 trees or more, and not less 
than 10 of a variety. will be filled at the lowest 
quoted prices. Orders for less than 10 trees of 
one variety, will be charged at the rate per ten. 


Srason.—Our packing and shipping season 
begins by the 20th of September, and continues 
until about the first of March. 

We have great advantages to offer here in 
early shipments for the North in Spring. We 
do not accept orders for trees we do not grow, as 
we never buy trees to sell again. You can de- 
pend upon us for fresh dug trees. Each order 
is taken up separately, and not until it is 
wanted for shipment. 


Surppine DrrectTions.—We respectfully beg 
our pitrons to furnish us with explicit direc- 
tions as to shipping, and the mode of conveyance 
by which they desire trees forwarded. Whenno 
particular directions are given, we forward 
according to the best of our judgement. But in 
no case do we assume any responsibility as to 
safe velivery and condition of Trees and Plants 
after a proper shipment by us. 

RBLEASE.—When prepayment of freight is not 
required, we will Release and Guarantee, and 
take forwarder’s receipt and mail to consignee. 
It is left to the option of the shipper of trees 
over some railroads, whether he will release 
them or not under the clause ‘Value less than 
$5.00 per 100 lbs.’? If released under this clause, 
the freight is less on roads governed by this 
classification,and we will assume it to be proper 
to make this release, without reference to the 
value of the trees, unless instructed to the con- 
trary. This clause does not apply upon roads 
under some of the district classifications, and 
because of this confusion we will not be held 
responsible for any oversight to release, unless 
instructed by our customers. Claims for delay 
or loss must be made to the forwarders. 


PACKAGES.—The cost of package must be 
added to the prices quoteda in this list,as follows: 

Boxes 30 inches square, from 74% to 9 feet long, 
as the trees may require, each $2.50; boxes 24 
inches, $2.00; boxes 18 inches, $1.50; bales from 
25e. to 75c. each. No charges will be made for 
delivering goods to the depot. 


PackKINnG.—Goods will be packed in moss, and 
especial care taken to insure their arrival in the 
best condition. 

ASSORTMENTS.—We do not require customers 
to take an assortment they do not wish, but will 
sell one variety alone if desired. If any substi- 
tution can be allowed, either in grade or variety, 
it should be so stated when making the order. 
As a rule we do not substitute without per- 
mission. 

CAuTION.—We accept all orders upon the con- 
dition that they shall be void, should any injury 
befall the trees from frost, hail, storm, fire, or 
other causes over which we have no control. 


Trerms.—Cash. When desired, we will allow 30 
to 60 days from date of shipment, to responsible, 


prompt-paying customers. Parties with whom 
we have had no business transactions, will save 
time by sending reference, Bank, if possible, 
with order. We wish it expressly understood 
that payment is expected from the first collec- 
tions made, and the time named is only intended 
as so many days of grace in which to make 
returns. To northern customers, who wish to 
lay in stock for Spring trade, we will ship late 
in Fall or early in Spring, and allow time for 
payment till May 15th. If shipment is required 
in the Fall for Spring use, a note is to be given 
upon receipt of the trees. We do not allow any 
discount for cash, but we make our prices low to 
command cash, or prompt returns. In orders 
when the time is not mentioned, 30 days is to be 
understood. Interest at the rate of 8 per cent. 
per annum must be paid on over due accounts. 
Should prices be changed, either higher or 
lower, during the season, the prices ruling at 
the pone the order is made, are expected to 
stand. 


Forms OF PAYMENT.—AII bills are payable at 
the office of the seller, and remittances shou < 
be made by drafts on New York, Chicago or St. 
Louis, or by money orders on some Express 
Company, or by postal orders. We will, how- 
ever, accept checks from those of our customers 
who may be located at places having no bank- 
ing, express or postal facilities, provided they 
make them in every case payable ‘‘with ex- 
change’’, or add 4 of onecent. to the amount of 
the bill, for the cost of collection. 


GRADES.—We grade very carefully, in some 
cases by caliper, in others by height. When 
graded by both caliper and height, the caliper 
must govern, as the height then named is only 
to be considered approximately. When graded 
by height or caliper, we include the lower num- 
ber and exclude the higher. Instance: ina 
grade of 4 to 5 feet trees, the 4 feet trees are in- 
cluded, but not the 5 feet trees. If 5 feet trees 
are warted, the 5 to 6 feet grade must be ordered. 


GUARANTEE OF GENUINENESS.—While we ex- 
ercise the greatest diligence and care to have all 
our Trees, etc., true to label, and hold ourselves 
in readiness, on proper proof, to replace all trees, 
etc.. that may prove untrue to label, free of 
charge, or refund the amount paid, it is mutu- 
ally understood and agreed to, between the pur- 
chaser and ourselves, that our guarantee of gen- 
uineness shall in no case make us liable for any 
sum greater than that originally received for 
said trees, etc., that shall prove untrue. 


ACCEPTANCE.—Notice should be sent us by tel- 
egraph, at our expense, if there is any cause of 
complaint,or should the trees be refused, stating 
reasons. Claims for deduction, from whatever 
cause, will receive consideration only when made 
promptly upon the receipt of the trees. If trees 
show any signs of shrivelling upon arrival, they 
can usually be restored by being thoroughly 
watered and buried entirely under the ground 
for two or three days. Should there be any frost 
in the trees upon arrival, the boxes should 
not be opened until the frost is all out. The 
presence of frost in the boxes is not to be consid- 
ered an evidence of bad condition, as we pack 
to secure the trees against damage, if the frost 
is allowed to come out in the natural way. 
Goods will be considered accepted if removed 
from the boxes in which they are packed, with- 
out notice of complaint to us, and without our 
orders for their disposition.
